Labor Commissioner William H. 
Lewis, tie* head of the department 
which received the 
return, 
sup­ 
pressing the name of the owner 
and the exact location of this legal­ 
ly' operated still, announces that 
sixteen barrels of whiskey were 
distilled in 1916 and adds that the 
assertion is made that it was “pure 
corn whiskey, unadulterated and 
unrectified," and it had “no value 
only to drink myself," quoting the 
report verbatim. The amount paid 
for insurance and as a revenue tax 
that year was $82. 
Raw material 
used in 1916 was worth $800, and 
there was paid out $160 in vvag*s 
for a distilling period covering 68 
da ys. 
In reply to a question of the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics which 
called for “total selling value" of 
whiskey distilled in the plant in 
1916, the answer is “cant' sell." 
The plant represents an invest­ 
ment of $2.000, $1,000 of which is 
in grounds and buildings and $1,000 
in coils, worm, vats and other ap­ 
paratus used in the distillery. Fur­ 
ther information furnished by the 
distillery’ owner is that “1 am a 
farmer and did not 
make 
any­ 
thing in 1916." One male employe 
was reported, and as answer io 
“number of females” on the pay­ 
roll, the reply is “one, 
me 
and 
frown” An interrogation which calls 
for the number of 
skilled 
wage 
owners, 1916, is responded to with 
the reply, “have non*', only frow 
and I.”
